the things women have a chance to 
use"—that is a theory of education 
being put lo the test at Stephens Col- 
lege, Columbia, Mo. 


On ' the Stephens campus today 


1650 4»cung women arc being educat- 
ed,'not merely as. students',••• but -as j 
women.

The test applied to every course and 


every class is "Is it of real use? 


Core of the Stephens curriculum 
' based 'on the most personal kind 


of survey. Three hundred women col- 
lege graduates, some married, sbme 
single, living and working in all parts 
of the country, were asked to keep 
a personal diary for three 'years. 


In il they listed all their activities 


and concerns. When these were class- 
ified, it was found that some activit- 
ies are common lo all women. 


It is these that are-stressed at Ste- 


phens. And it is never forgotten for 
a minute that 80 pfcr cent of Stephens' 
"educctcd-for-lifc" graduates marry 
within five years after graduation. 


Budget Shock 


Girls who plan to be married flock 


to tho laboratory course in household 
management. There most girls get 
a rude shock. 


For instead of learning how to "man- 


age" on an income equal to her fath- 
er's (the average income for fathers 
of Stephens girls is $6,000) each girl 
learns to live on the income of her 
fiance, This averages between ?100 and 
?125 a month, Some girls even plan 
to livt on ?80 a month. 


She investigates rentals in the town 


where she expects to live, finds out 
the cost of food, and plans her meals 
accordingly. Before the year is over, 
she knows that she can't afford a 
furnished apartment but must buy 
her own furniture. She learns that.she 
may have to do without a telephone 
in order to subscribe to the newspapers 
and magazines she feels she needs. 


In short, she knows just what a 


financial set-back she will be getting 
when she leaves Papa for her young 
man. 
So far only one girl has decided 


that the young man wasn't worth the 
"doing without." She broke her en- 
gagement when she learned just what 
hi.s .salary meant in necessities. and 
luxuries. 


This ."education for life" theory is 


put lo work in every department and 
in every course. 


When a girl signs up for physical 


education, she finds that the sports 
which are stressed arc those she is 
apt lo keep up once she is out of 
school 


In "Humanities," her teachers of 


appreciation so lhal when she plays 
tho radio, she turns lo good music 
inste.id of poor. They teach her to ex- 
ercise the same discrimination when 
she buys furniture for her 
future 


home. 


She .can check out copies of Ihe fin- 


est paintings, to hang on the walls of 
her college room. 


She is encouraged to build a per- 


sonal library, filling its shelves with 
books from the college library, which 
she is allowed to keep all year. The 
college wants her to learn to live with 
books and accomplishes its aims in an-
